Glass Bottom for a Cake Pan, 


Many housekeepers like myself 
have trouble in getting cakes baked 
properly, in removing them from 


pans, etc, This is done away with by 
the following method; Cut out the 
bottom in an ordinary cake pan, one 
which is used often in making cake, 
leaving about a half inch or three- 
eighih inch rim of the metal around 
the edges. Have a piece of glass cut 
the size of the bottom of the pan and 
have the edges ground to prevent 
cutting the hands. The glass bottom 
in the pan makes it easy to examine 
the cake while it is baking. When 
| the cake is done, take the cake from 
the pan, leaving it on the glass. In 
this way all danger of spoiling cake 
in removing from pan is done away 
with. The result is a nice, neat, well 
baked homemade cake.

COMMERCIAL MARKETS 


Chicago Grain Markets 


Chicago, Nov. 12—British consols 
and French rentes today reassured 
wheat traders who for a while thought 
& price advance at Budapest might 
mean the approach of hostliities be- 
tween Servia and Austria, In conste- 
quence, the marékt closed steady at a 
net decline of 1-4 to 8-8. Corn finish- 
a 1-4 to 8-8 dowh and eats off 1-8 and 
1-4 to 3-8 ana 1-2, 

Although Budapest wheat quotations 
ran up 878 and made buli speculators 
here nueasy, the fact that the other 
Suroepan grain markets were all low- 
er exerted a restraining influence. 
Some additional sttength developed, 
however, on account of the Argentine 
harvest being threatened by adverse 
weathr. It was not_until consols and 
rentes appeared to’ make certain a 
peace flu outlook in Buroep that the 
market turned decisively to the bear 
side. Much increase in the world’s 
available supply and heavy receipta at 
primary terminals in this country act- 
ed also as-a.drag.. December fluctu- 
ated between 883-4 and 891-2, with 
last gales’ 1-4 and 8-8 net lower at 
887-8 and 89. 


Rain and snow gave temporary 
strength to corn, but a forecast of 
cold, clear weather and wheat weak- 


ness tended to pull down the market. 
December ranged from 49 8-4 to 601-2, 
closing steady, 1-4 under last night at 
49 7-8 and 50. Cash grades were dull. 
Big receipts and the heaviness of 
the other grains caused a sag in oats. 
Upper and lower levels for December 
were 211-2 and 5-8 and 31, with the 
close 31, a net decline of 3-8 and 1-2
